SAIGON (AP) - Viet Cong 


troops throwing explosives into 
huts blasted apart a small fish- 
ing village today and killed 
persons, a U.S. spokesman said, 
in what "may be one of the 
worst atrocities of the war." 


One American officer said the 


villagers at Son Tra, 345 miles 
northeast of Saigon, had refused 
to supply the Viet Cong with re- 
cruits and the guerrillas had 
threatened to burn the town. 


The U.S. Command said 73 ci- 


vilians and 15 paramilitary gov- 
ernment pacification

were killed and another 103 ref- 
ugees wounded in the 30-minute 
attack. The guerrilla force num- 
bered at least 75 and perhaps as 
many as 300, South Vietnamese 
headquarters said.

said: "The clear purpose of the 
testimony was to establish Hut- 
nik's intent and plan to obtain 
money from persons in ex- 
change for his support of the 
bill." 


"The 
testimony if believed 


would tend to show that he act- 
ed in a similar manner in re- 
gard to the same bill and on a 
date closely related in time to 
the offense charged," Heffer- 
nan said. 


The decision also affirmed the 


constitutionality of Wisconsin's 
bribery law. 


The court cited the case of 


Assemblyman Paul R. Alfonsi, 
R-Minocqua, in which it re- 
versed a Dane County Circuit 
Court conviction on a charge 
similar to Hutnik's. 


The Supreme Court ruled at 


the time the state must prove 
criminal intent. 


Murphy, in acquitting Hutnik, 


had ruled the bribery statute un- 
constitutional.

come to an abrupt end. 


The tribesmen, who set up 


their camp last week, saying 
;hey were reclaiming J;heir land 
Decause the whiteman failed to 
live up to his treaties, were giv- 
*n 90 minutes Friday night to 
sack up and leave. 


When they failed to lift a fin- 


ger, state employes stepped in 
and took down the three tepees 
and four other tents while the 
Indians sat in a group and 
watched. State troopers and 
capitol guards supervised. 


Janet McCloud, a spokesman 


for the Indians, said at the start 
of camp-out eight days ago they 
were taking back a good part of 
western Washington ceded to 
the United States under the 
Medicine Creek Treaty of 1854. 
She said a recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision giving the state 
the right to regulate commer- 
cial fishing by Indians off their 
reservations voided the treaty.

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Is Sentinel System Really of Value? 


The United States Senate this week 


voted to start immediately the research and 
construction of a thin anti-balListic missile 
system costing initially some $1.8 billion 
and which will probably cost a lot more. At 
this stage it is frightening to think that the 
construction may cost a great deal more 
than money. 


The Sentinel system is aimed at protect- 


ing the United States from Chinese ICBMs 
which are expected 
to be operational 


sometime in the 1970's. It is difficult to 
argue against setting up ways of defending 
the United States against an enemy which 
has so virulently proclaimed its hostility to 
us. In spite of its massive 
internal 


problems, Communist China has moved 
faster in developing nuclear power than 
American experts estimated. 


- But authorization of the ABM system, 


even of a limited kind, is another step 
upwards in the world arms race. 


Observers 
have 
warned 
in 
recent 


months that the Soviet Union has been 
quietly expanding its own military power. 
And while both the United States and the 
Soviet Union appear to be in favor of the 
new non-proliferation treaty, there is never 
any assurance that antagonisms will not 
once again increase. How soon will that 
thin ABM system be expanded into some- 
thing costing hundreds of billions of dollars 
to try to protect the nation from Russian 
ICBMs? 
' We do not underestimate the problem 


Liberals Win in Canada 


The victory of the Liberal Party in the 


Canadian national elections apparently will 
give that country a majority government 
for the first time since 1962. As so often 
happens in American elections, it appears 
that personalities instead of issues deter- 
mined the outcome. 


Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau had 


taken a firm stand against the separatist 
movement in his native Quebec. He had 
also recommended considerable liberalizing 
of some Canadian laws, particularly those 
against abortion and homosexuality. Both 
points of view would appear to be against 
the majority opinion in Roman Catholic, 
conservative and French leaning Quebec. 
But Trudeau won easily in that province. 
Only in Newfoundland did his 
major 


opponent, Conservative Robert Stanfield, 
seriously threaten Trudeau. 


to United States Senators over trying to 
come to a decision on the ABM system. But 
the hard fact of the matter is that, if a 
nuclear war should explode, saving the 20 
million lives which Senator Richard Russell 
said the ABM system would do, would be 
pretty ineffectual. We doubt very much 
that the civilized world or perhaps even the 
earth itself could survive a nuclear attack, 
no matter how many ABM systems had 
been installed. 


Jerome Wiesner, former science advisor 


to President John Kennedy, has testified 
that the Sentinel system is already obso- 
lete. He also points out that "historically, 
by the time a defensive system is supposed- 
ly perfected, the offense has long since 
developed a means of overcoming it." This 
is what has happened in the arms race 
between Russia and the United States 
since the end of World War II. It is 
extremely doubtful that the Sentinel sys- 
tem will be any improvement to our 
national security. It seems likely that it will 
trigger increased Russian and Chinese 
developments to find a way around it. 


When John Kennedy ran for the 


presidency he carefully used what turned 
out to be the myth of a missile gap. It 
seems apparent that both the Johnson 
Administration 
and those senators who 


voted in favor of the ABM system were 
really more concerned with election year 
campaign oratory than about the national 
security. 


The question of whether Quebec should 


have direct representation with other 
nations on such matters as education has 
been a hot issue. But it appears that 
Trudeau's residency in Quebec is what 
brought French-Canadian votes rather than 
his opinion on separatism. Certainly his 
ebullient personality, enthusiasm for danc- 
ing in the streets and romantic allure were 
important in the election. 


Canada is facing some serious problems, 


including those of housing, an ever-growing 
wheat surplus and unemployment. Prime 
Minister Trudeau gave little evidence 
during the campaign of exactly how he 
would solve the problems but as a pragma- 
tist he apparently has the flexibility 
important in seeking solutions. Certainly 
for a while at least control of parliament by 
one party should help to expedite things. 


Last Hurdle Cleared on Water Project 


The last major hurdle in the way of 


Appleton's water expansion program was 
cleared recently with announcement by the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers that the city's 
application for an intake line into Lake 
Winnebago has been approved "upon the 
evaluation that the pipeline project is in 
the public interest." 


For all practical purposes the issuance 


of the permit by the Corps of Engineers 
should write the final chapter in a long 
struggle which saw city officials persevere 
under the most trying and frustrating 
conditions. 


Let the record show that without the 


conscientious 
effort of those 
officials, 


coupled with the cooperation of state and 
federal agencies, Appleton might still be up 
the river without a paddle as far as plans 
for an adequate, quality water supply for 
the future are concerned. 


The $4.2 million project, including 


construction of a major addition to the 
municipal filtration plant and a pipeline to 
Lake Winnebago, is now expected to start 
about Sept. 1. During the next two months 
the floating of a revenue bond issue, which 
will be paid off over the next 40 years from 
Water Department revenues, and awarding 
of construction contracts are expected to 
get top priority. 


And looking back, Appleton can consid- 


er itself fortunate indeed, in obtaining a 
$1.5 million federal grant to help offset the 
cost of the expansion project. 


The city's next major consideration 


might well be some type of an urban 
renewal project on the south side of W. 
College Avenue, combining federal, state, 
local and private funds. The city's compre- 
hensive plan has delineated the area in 
need of clearance and it's quite obvious to 
the human eye.

W A S HINGTON (AP) — 


"Black and red together. . . 
we shall overcome," they sang 
as they confronted their gov- 
ernment in Washington last 
May 1. 


The Poor People's Campaign 


had 
come to the Interior 


Department, and with it a 
reminder that among the na- 
tion's poorest is the Indian — 
"The forgotten American," as 
President 
Johnson had de- 


scribed him, "an alien in his 
own land." 


In a special message to 


Congress last March, the Pres- 
ident had depicted the "tragic 
plight" of the Indian: 


An unemployment rate of 40 


per cent; a school dropout 
rate 
of 50 per 
cent; low 


literacy; high rates of sickness 
and poverty; 50,000 families in 
"unsanitary, dilapidated dwell- 
ings"; unpreparedness for mi- 
gration 
to the cities; 
and 


death at the average age of 44, 
compared with 65 for all other 
Americans. 


HALF OF POVERTY 


The Census Bureau has es- 


timated that half of all white 
American 
families had an 


annual income above $5,893; 
for non-white families, that 
median income was $3,161. For 
Indians, says the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, it is only $1,500 
a year — half of what the 
government considers a pover- 
ty income. 


When Columbus, looking for 


the East Indies, stumbled on 
America instead, an estimated 
840,000 "Indians" had the con- 
tinent to themselves. 


The white wave of invaders 


over the next 300 years swept 
the Indians westward, overran 
them and moved on, leaving 
them stranded on parcels of 
reserved land — reservations. 


By the late 19th Century, as 


the U.S. population raced past 
the 50 million mark, only 
about 243,000 Indians were 
left. 


Since then, they have been 


making a comeback. 


Today there are an estimat- 


ed 600,000 Indians and their 
birth rate is double the nation- 
al average. 


They are fragmented into 


some 263 tribes speaking per- 
haps 100 languages. 


About 200,000 are trying to 


make their way in the still- 
simmering "melting pot" of 
society at large. 


LIVE ON 
290 RESERVA- 


TIONS 


The other 400,000 still live on 


290 reservations in 25 states, 
ranging from C a l i f o r n i a 
rancherias of a few acres to 
the giant Navajo reservation 
sprawlng o v e r 14 million 
acres of Arizona, New Mexico 
and Utah — one reservation as 
big as Maryland, Massachu- 
settes and Rhode Island com- 
bined. 


Ten other reservations in- 


clude more than a million 
acres each; the Hopi, the 
Papage, the San C a r l o s 
( A p a c h e ) and the Fort 
Apache, all in Arizona; the 


Colville and the Yakima Pub- 
lic Domain in Washington 
state; the Sioux' Cheyenne 
River and Pine Ridge reser- 
vations in South Dakota; the 
Crow lands in Montana; and 
the Wind River holdings of the 
Arapaho and Shoshone tribes 
in Wyoming. 


Reservation land totals some 


50 million acres — about 2 per 
cent 
of 
the entire United 


States — with 90 per cent of it 
concentrated in Arizona, Okla- 
homa, New Mexico, South 
Dakota, Montana, Washington, 
Utah, Wyoming and Nevada. 


That works out to about 125 


acres for each 
reservation 


Indian. 


But they are largely unpro- 


ductive acres, too poor to yield 
a decent living. 


The white man frequently 


paid for the better land he 
took from the Indians, but not 
much. The purchase Of Man- 
hattan Island for $24 is an 
American legend. 


Descendants of the Indians 


who lost the land have filed 
587 claims against the govern- 
ment for additional compensa- 
tion. They are not always 
specific, 
but one authority 


says they amount to claims on 
"Practically all of the country 
west of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains." 


AWARD $262 MILLION 


In 1946, the Indian Claims 


Commission was set up to 
decide each claim. So far it 
had dismissed 135 and upheld 
111 others, awarding a total of 
more than $262 million. 


What the Indians receive is 


what the commission decides 
the land was worth when it 
was taken — that, at 19th 
Century prices, without any 
adjustment for the increase in 
value or the inflation of the 
dollar since then. 


In rare cases involving oil 


lands, payments run as high 
as $200 or $300 an acre. The 
normal range is 20 cents to 
one dollar an acre. 


"Let me be very frank with 


you," Interior Secretary Ste- 
wart L. Udall told the Indians 
of the Poor People's Campaign 
a month after their first visit. 


"There were many treaties 


that were made in the past. A 
lot of them were unjust, there 
is no question about it. We 
have been trying for the last 
20 years at least (a reference 
to claims payments) to ease 
some of that injustice. But I 
have no land to give. . . 


"I see no disposition to go 


back and take National Forest 
Lands and create Indian res- 
ervations out of them ... I do 
not think Congress is going to 
do it. I do not think you're 
going to get any administra- 
tion to do it." 


Mrs. Lucille Knight, an In- 


dian woman from the Fort 
Berthold Reservation, rose and 
told of seeing America for the 
first time on her cross-country 
trip from North Dakota to 
Washington, for the campaign. 


"It was just beautiful," she 


sighed, "the land we used to 
own."
